He 
wrote the article ig 1900) while he was 
Governor of New Tork, and previous 
to the Republican National Convention 
which nominated him for Vice-Presi- 
dent. In it he, said: 1 

The President of the United States 
occupies a position of. peculiar im- 
portance. In the whole world there is 
no other ruler, under free institutions, 
whose power compares with his. Of 
course, there is the enormous personal 
factor of the incumbent himself to be 
considered entirely apart from the 
power of the office itself. This is 
‘merely another way of stating that 
in any office the personal question is 
always of vital consequence. 

“The Senators are the constitutional 
advisers of the President. The secre- 
taries who form the Cabinet advise 
him on matters of general policy when 
he so desires it. With the Senate the 
advice is obligatory under the Consti- 
tution. The Senators have no right 


to dictate to the President who shall | 


Be appointed, but they have an entire 
right to say who shall not be appointed, 
for, under the Constitution, this hag 
been made their duty. 7 
“Although many men must share 
with the President the responsibility, 
there is upon him always a heavy bur- | 
den of responsibility. It is easy enough 
to give a bad administration, but to 


“give a good administration demands 


the most anxious thought, no less than 
very unusual powers of mind. 

There is every reason why the Pres- 
ident should be held to a sharp ac- 
countability alike for what he does and 
for what h eleaves undone. But we in- 
jure ourselves, and the nation, if we 
fail to treat with proper respect the 
man who, in the highest. office in our 
land, is striving to do his duty. We 
have had Presidents who have acted 
weakly or unwisely in particular cri- 
ses, but we have never had one con- 
cerning whose personal integrity there 
was so much as a shadow of suspicion. 
Appointments and licies which are 
normally routine and unimportant may 
suddenly become of absolutely vital

Harmony Gives Way to 
Discord in Paris. 


Theater’ Managers Say 


People ef Gay Capital are 
Keenly Interested in the 
Impending Struggle.

PARIS, Oct. 29.—{By Atlantic Cable.] 
The musicians of the Paris threaters

The meeting adopted resolutions to 
except the Grand Opera and the Opera 
Comique from the strike movement, be- 
cause these houses receive government 
aid. All the theaters of Paris, how- 
ever, are included. The musicians have 
been forbidden to treat individually 
with the theaters, and they were ¢i- 
rected to assembie tomorrow at mid- 
day at the Labor Exchange, prepared 
to resume playing if the theaters yield 
to their demands. The public is keenly 
interested in the proposed strike, be- 
cause if it goes into effect, it threatcns 
to leave Paris without music. | 

The directors of the theaters have 
been interviewed, and declare they will 
not yield. 

The Cluny Theater and the Folies 
Dramatiques have already discharg-d 
their orchestras. The Nouveay Circus 
announces that the striking musicians 
will be replaced by non-strikers.

Indian Ponies to Be Chopped Up 

and Tinned for the Benefit of the 

Japanese Army.

SALT LAKE. Oct. 29.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] An enterprising western 
firm, which does an immense business 
in “canned beef.“ proposes to improve 
its output by using fat Indian ponies 
in the manufacture of its beer here- 
after. For some years the firm has 
confined itself almost exclusively to 
‘Washington and Oregon horses. but 
nom the Utah horse is displacing these. 
Within. the past week the firm has 
closed 4 contract with Maj. Myton, In- 
dian agent at Fort Duchesne, for 5000 
Indian ponies, running wild on the 
Uintah Indian- reservation. As the 
range has been ‘unusually ‘good this 
year, the ponies are in unusually good 
condition, and the Portland packers ex- 
pect a big boom in their beef as the 
result of the improved quality of horse- 

The greater portion of the beet 
manufactured from the Indian ponies 
will be sent to Japan for use of the 
Japanese army. ..Myton says that 
the Indians are to get $2.50 each fer 
the ponies, which are running wild, and 
are a detriment to the ranges. The 
round-up of the ponies will begin as 
soon as Maj. Myton returns to the res- 
ervation next week.

Eight Sailors Get Away from 
Bark Dunbritton After 
Exciting Rush. 


In an effort to prevent the desertion 
of nearly all the members of a mutin- 
ous crew, the first officer of the British 
bark Dunbritton, Capt. Budgen, fired 
upon the fleeing men yesterday at Port 
Los Angeles and is believed to have 
wounded one of them in the arm. ＋ 
Ten men made a break from the ship 
and five escaped by running along the 
long wharf. During the excitement 
three others jumped overboard from 
the other side of the vessel and swam 
ashore, a distance of nearly a mile. 
In all, eight of the crew of sixteen sea- 
men escaped, and the British Vice-Con- 
sul will make an effort today to secure 
the services of the peace officers of the 
county to apprebend the deserters. An 
hour after the shooting a sailor a;plied 
at a saloon in Santa Monica Cafion for 
a bandage for a bullet wound in the 
arm. — 

The Dunbritton is a vessel of about 
seventeen hundred tons burden. She 
arrived 


from Antwerp carrying a general car- 
go, principally cement consigned to Los 
Angeles firms. When the United States 
customs officers went aboard they 
learned that there had been a mutiny 
and that one of the sailors was in irons. 
The crew was a mixture of Spaniards 
and Portuguese, with a few Scandi- 
navians, and not one British subject. 

Somewhere off the coast of 
America one of the Spaniards stirred 
up discontent among the other sailors, 
and from the guarded statements made 
by some of them yesterday it appears 
that there was a plot against the offi- 
cers, Dut this is denied bv the latter. 
The Spaniard who caused the trouble 
was placed in confinement.

Three Daughters of Negro Farmer 
Murdered After One Had Been Made 


the Victim of Criminal Assault. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WYNNE (Ark.) Oct. 29.— Mary. 
Sophie and Minnie Gibson, ag@ 17, 12 
and 10, respectively, daughters of 
Thomas Gibson, a prosperous negro 
farmer, were killed and one of them 
was the victim of a criminal assault at 
their home near here. 

A posse composed of whites and ne- 
groes is now on the track of the mur- 
derer. The murders occurred while 
Gibson was away. When he returned 
all three were dead. The bodies of two 
of the girls, with their heads crushed, 
lay in the house, while that of the third 
girl, N mutilated, was found in 
the yard. he third victim had been 
subjected to the most atrocious indig- 
nities. David Cross, an old negro, was 
arrested, and confessed he had wit- 
nessed the killing, which he declared 
was committed by a negro named John- 
son.

Sends Three Delegates to Consider the 
American Miners’ Condition. 
(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
LONDON, Oct. 13.—Three delegates 
appointed by the Miners’ Federation of 
Great Britain will leave Liverpool for 
New York on Saturday next to confer 
with the representatives of the miners 
who are on strike in Pennsylvania, 
These delegates, C. B. Stanton, Robert 
Smillie and H. C. Wilson, are being sent 
off hurriedly on a mysterious mission 
in consequence of a cable message 
from America, which was received at 
the Miners’ Congress last week, but 
which was not made public. It was 
from the leaders of the American coal 
miners, who said they believed that 
the correspondence which has been 
proceeding by every mail between 
themselves and the miners here has 
been ta with in transit, with 
the Ban that the American employ- 
ers are in possesion of all their se- 


erets. The cable cautioned the 
English friends of the Strikers 
against any further mail  corre- 


spondence and pointed out that it was 
thought best to consider the present 
situation by word of mouth. Since its 
receipt, the communication has been the 


subject ow a private conference among 


the executive officers of the federation, 
the result of which is the dispatch of 
the three delegates to America. The 
delegates will visit the actual scene 
of the trouble and appeal for an inter- 
view with the mine owners. They 
will investigate every detail leading 
up to the strike, and on the result— 
in case the strike is not ended by the 
time they arrive—will depend whether 
the English miners will declare a 
sympathetic strike or whether it will 
be decided to give more substantial 
financial support to the American: 
strikers. In the latter event every

Strike on Job for Higher Wages Than 
Approved Scale—Agitator Charged 
With Attempted Rape—Move Toward 
Municipal Ownership of Waterworks. 


SAN PEDRO, Oct. 29.—Certain mem- 
bers of the Carpenters’ Union are on a 
strike for higher wages, They have 
turned against their . own leader— 
George Hillyer, president of the Car- 
penters’ Union—and demand that he 
raise their wages from $3.50 to $4 and 
$5 a day. 

Hillyer is a contractor, and has been 
building a two-story frame bullding on 
Eleventh street, between Center and 
Palos Verdes, for Capt. Peterson. He 
employed all union workmen, at the 
union scale of $3.50 a day. At the 
usual time for work Monday morning 
he could not find one of the brother 
unionists he had employed at $3.50 a 
day to complete his contract with Capt. 
Peterson. The men said he would have 
to pay more money, or be left in the 
lurch. They were offered higher 
wages in Los Angeles, they sald, and 
they would go thither. . 

Hillyer is not inclined to overlock 
the breach of his employés. He has 
wired to Los Angeles for carpenters 
to take their places, and says he will 
not be likely to offer other jobs to the 
men that tried to do“ him.
